Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "10" has been used to designate both the trim panel and 
support part. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 13-32 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Itou US 
4973105. 
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Re claims 13-32, Itou disclose a trim panel 8 for a vehicle seat having a seat 
component 1 , cushion 12, a first part of a seat substructure 3 movable horizontally with 
the seat component relative to a second part 92, the trim panel comprising a support 
part 7 configured to substantially conceal the first part of the seat substructure, wherein 
the support part is displaceable with the seat component; a decorative surface 6 which 
partially covers the support part, locking elements 'R', stiffening elements 83 (also 
considered to meet the broad limitation of ribs); wherein the seat component is 
displaceable relative to the first seat part vertically (see col. 5, lines 66 - col. 6 line 6); a 
seat shell 1 1 , wherein the first part of the seat substructure 3 has a frame which 
encircles the seat shell substantially (see Fig. 9, the substructure is located on the 
outside of both sides of the seat shell, and is considered to meet the limitation of 
"encircling")
